Moisture Require^ 
ments of Beets 

In an interview the Recorder has re-1 
ceived the following suggestions from I 
Frank R. Taylor regarding the niois-1 
ture requirements of sugar beets, 

Soil moisture tests have been taken I 
in quite a number of fields in the I 
district from Stirling to Welling. In j 
many fields, especially where the land 1 
has been kept well mulched, the soil I 
is fairly well filled with moisture and 
there will be no need of irrigation for I 
at least two weeks. In aoiue fields, I 
however, where the soil has been al-1 
lowed to bake there is a deficiency of 1 
moisture iu the first IS ins. of seil and I, 
the beets will be needing additional 
water by the first of next week either 
by rain or irrigation. While it is true 
that there is sufficient moisture to 
maintain a fairly good growth, there 
is not sufficient moisture in this upper 
layer of soil to allow the beet to draw 
from the soil all the available plant 
food, which Is needed to make the 
maximum growth, When the beets 
have reached the stage that they 
completely shade theground, on warm 
bright days there is a heavy drain on 
the soil moisture through the leaves 
of the beets and the soil must be fair¬ 
ly wet in order to maintain this heavy 
foliage and still produce additional 
root growth. It is apparent that in 
some fields this condition exists now. 
However, these are exceptions. 
Growers should, watch their fields 
very carefully and if we do not get 
rain, irrigation should be applied 
where it can be done properly. Two 
1 inches of moisture is the absolute 
; maximum which should be applied in 
, fields in this district and this does 
not mean that the beets can be flood¬ 
ed uuless the drainage is very good. 
Naturally, this would be a vefy light 
irrigation, but more moisture is abso- 
' lutely essential in some fields In order 
■ to produce a proper tonnage and leave 
the land in a tillable shape for harvest 
and if ws do not get it in rainfall, our 
3 only resource is irrigation. Conse¬ 
quently where fields are likely to be 
3 needing irrigation they should be 
* marked out and preparation made to 
t apply the water within a few days at 
. least of the time when it will be neces¬ 
sary. 

Information as to whether irriga¬ 
tion is necessary can be obtained 
through the Sugar Company or the 
Government Experiment engineer, 
Mr. Hudson, who is working with the 
i- Sugar Company in determining the 
.’ irrigation requirements ofsugar beets.

The Kingston Standard emphasize* 
the revolution that Is taking place on 
Canadian farms, a revolution that 1 r 
keeping 1 pace with that going on In all 
Industry. The farmer knows that 
life In the country has not always 
been the idyllic existence the coun¬ 
try hungry city folks have pictured 
It. Only the '‘new farmer'' cannot 
remember the struggle against nature 
and the days of sun-up to sun-down 
toil once the lot of the men and wo 
men on the farm. The modern farm* 
c*r Is as unllk-* his antecedents as the 
modern factory Is unlike Its prototype 
and as the modern city home is un¬ 
like the home of two decades ago. 

On the farm today are found the 
automobile, tractor, telephone, elec¬ 
tric lights and power, milking ma¬ 
chines. harvesting and planting ma¬ 
chines performing several operations 
simultaneously, the radio, the house¬ 
hold comforts and conveniences of 
ti»e city home and even leisure and 
recreation. The prodigal son 
would'nt know the old farm today if 
he returned aft» r an absence of two 
decades. 

True it is that some farmers still 
employ the primitive methods of 
agriculture and refuse to emancipate 
themselves from their slavery to the 
roll by adopting labor-saving devices. 
Ami It is Just as truo that the agri¬ 
culturists as a class have been slow 
t i adopt modern methods. 

The time is not long past when 
"newfangled notions” were exceed¬ 
ingly distrusted on the farm. The "old 
way” was good enough for the fath- 
« rs and what was good enough for the 
fathers was good enough for tho sons 
when tin y succeeded to the manage 
liient ot the farm. It was not vanity 
or obstinacy which caused good 
farmers t > scoff at scientific met nods 
In ilios« days, the best of farmers 
f.i?iccr;-ly believed that they could get 
O'lt of ti e soil only what the soil 
yielded of its own volition.

Sets Potato Standard 

Prince Edward Island the Centre For 
Growing Pure Seed Spuds 

Although the smallest Canadian 
province. Prince Kdward Island is 
recognized all over America as being 
the centre of pure seed potato grow¬ 
ing and thus justifying its right to 
tho title of "Spud” Island. At the pres¬ 
ent time about 35.000 acres are de¬ 
voted to potatoes, one third of which 
Is planted to Cobblers and Green 
Mountains. An Interest in the grow¬ 
ing of white varieties was stimulated 
In 1016 by the Federal Division of 
Dot any, by locating good stock, 
demonstrating the beneficial results 
of spraying and by inspection service. 

In 191H the first car of certified 
seed was shipped from the Island. 
After that seed potatoes were pro¬ 
duced in various states, from which 
It became apparent that the island 
had seed potatoes for export of a 
quality seldom equalled and nowhere 
In America excelled. These seed po¬ 
tatoes meet the high standards set 
by the Government. All inspection is 
free to any one making application to 
the Federal Division of Botany, which 
has sole control of the inspection ser 
vice.

Valuable Information Regarding Cor. 
rect Feeding Methods 

Conclusions In brief reached by the 
Dominion Animal Husbandman. G. R 
Roth well, ll.H.A., in his recently pub- i 
United pamphlet on "Breeding and 
Feeding the Market Hog” are ns fol- j 
lows: 

Grow the frame first. Tho young j 
pig from weaning until three and n 
half months old should receive a ra 
lion containing a minimum quantity 
of fibre. 

\ny system of feeding a bacon hog 
during the first four months that 
tends towards the laying on of fat Is 
drifting away from the typo that will 
make Into a desirable loan side. 

Don’t feed more than pigs will 
clean up. For the first four months 
the animal should clean his trough j 
and look for more. 

The pig Is a naturally clean anl- I 
mal. cleanliness of everything he 
uses helps In tho prevention of indl- ! 
gestlon and sours. 

After four months of age a system j 
of feeding the breeding pig should be 
employed that will still tend towards 
growth, muscle, bone and frame rath- | 
er than fat. 

In the case of the market hog of 
from four to four and a half months j 
of nge the onward effort should be 
towards maintaining length and scale 
and at the same time acquiring finish 
through tho use of more highly car- , 
bonaceous feeds such as barley and 
corn, and heavier feeding generally. 

Rations should bo palatable, read¬ 
ily digestible, properly balanced as to I 
protein and carbohydrate, of fair sue- I 
| eulence and varied as to constituents. 

The pig being omnivorous hla ra 
tions should contain a variety of suit¬ 
able feeds. 

Make changes In ration s’owly. 

Strive to prevent the causes of dll

The Name “Dominion” 

j Was Not Created Especially For 

Canada As Many Suppose 

Again the old controversey over 
tho origin ot the name “Dominion” 
for Canada has been revived, warm- 
' od into life by the Jubilee celebra- ! 
i lion. In a letter to the Ottawa Jour- 
' ual, R. K. GcsnelJ, an historian of 
Confederation, produces evidence to 
show that the name Dominion was 
suggested by Lord Derby, then Brl* I 
lish foreign minister as a substitute J 
lor tho name "Kingdom,” recam 
mended by Sir John A. Macdonald, 
his reason for ihc substitution being 
that the name "Kingdom” might Jar 
on the republican prejudices of Can 
ada's nearest neighbors.* The nutlioi 
Ry for this statement Is Sir John 
Macdonald himself. 

One fad seems to have been ovei - 
looked in this controversey. It is 
that "Dominion.” as a name for a 
country or state, was by no means j 
new at the time of Canadian Confed- I 
oration. Long before then the State 
of \ irglnia had been familiarly 
j known as the "Old Dominion.” Many 
Canadians will remember Ir\ the early 
years of Confederation that Canada 
us-d lo be called “tin* new Domin¬ 
ion.” The use of the adjective in this 
connection may have been significant. 
Possibly it was used to distinguish 

the "new" from tho "old” Dominion.

Pure Seed 

Is Important 

Absolute Purity Hard To Maintain 
But Extra Work Pays 
rite Importance of using seed 
which is pure as to variety Is mean 
tired to a considerable extent by 
the purpose for which tho resulting 
| crop Is Intended. If the crop In 
question Is to bo used for feeding 
purposes, especially on tho home 
farm, a slight mixture or even a 
considerable mixture of other kinds 
of varieties may not bd a serious 
matter so long as these varieties or 
kinds .mature with the main crop and 
possess high productivity and qual 
ity. There are a number of varieties 
on the market which do not differ 
widely In regard to these matters 
and which will, therefore, not bi* par¬ 
ticularly objectionable if mixed to 
some extent with the main crop. On 
tho other hand It Is a risky business 
to continue the use of seed which la' 
| not at least relatively pure. In tho 
first place most districts aro partic¬ 
ularly adapted to certain varieties, 
which varieties, one year with an¬ 
other, are likely to yield better re 
turns than aro others. To allow an 
admixture of varieties which aro of 
a lower order is to run the risk of 
reducing tho value of tho crop. 

In, the case of wheat grown for mil¬ 
ling purposes, purity of variety is par¬ 
ticularly important, as in this case 
1 uniformity of ripening has a direct 
hearing upon tho commercial grade. 
Thus where there is a difference of 
even a few days In the date of ma¬ 
turity of different types in the wheat 
field the later types may be suf 
flciontly prominent In the sample to 
cause a reduction of at hast one 
grade. The practical importance of 
purity of variety is coming to be 
much more widely recognized than it 
once was, although there is still 
plenty of evidence that It does not 
receive tiie attention that it should 
by it considerable percentage of grain 
growers. Absolute purity, of course, 
is difficult to maintain on an exten 
she scale, but it' an honest effort be 
made to use seed which is known to 
be at least relatively pure, very con- 
| fcldei able losses may be avoided.

Raising Of German Battle Cruiser Is 
Remarkable Feat 

Draped in slim© ami sen weed, tlie 
keel of the battle cruiser Moltke luta 
been lifted above the surface of the 
kitor in the old anchorage around at 
Scnpa Flow in the Orkney*. where 
the German fleet was interned after 
Its surrender in the Firth of Forth on 
November 21, 11118, and where the 
vessels were scuttled by their crews 
on June 21, 1919. 

When the wreck 1j finally beached 
In shallow water to ho broken up, one 
of the most difllcult Jobs in the his¬ 
tory of salvage will have come to a 
successful conclusion. The 27,000-ton 
Ulndenburg, another of the scuttled 
battle cruisers, was raised with less 
dilllculty. She lay on nit even keel, so 
that lifting her, while a tremendous 
Job, was a straight textbook problem. 
The lifting of the Moltke, w hich turn¬ 
ed turtle ns she ;.ank, has presented 
great difficulties. In her ease tin' suc¬ 
cessful salvage work has been due 
largely to the Ingenuity of K. F. Cox, 
a spare, nervous, pallid Londoner in 
his early forties, who at Scapa Flow 
is usually found smeared from head 
to foot with grease and rust. 

Mr. Cox Is a sldpwrecker and scrap 
Iron merchant who never did a sal 
vago job in Ids Ilf* until lie went to 
Scapa Flow three years ago. In the 
lonely Orkneys, which lie so far 
north of Scotland that you can read n 
newspaper outdoors at midnight at 
this time of year, lie and a gang of 
100 laborers have lifted 22 scuttled 
destroyers, the battle cruiser Hin 
denburg and now the Moltke. 

In ordinary salvage no two jobs 
are ever exactly alike, ami that holds 
good at Scapa Flow, where the scut¬ 
tled vessels lie In every conceivable 
position. Mr. Cox has pumps capa¬ 
ble of handling moro than a ton of 
water a second. lie has pneumatic 
hammers, drills and riveters capable 
of delivering 1,000 blows a minute, 
either under water or above the sur¬ 
face. He has electric lamps to illu¬ 
mine the water in tho slimy hold of a 
sunken vessel, lie has a huge pon¬ 
toons of various sb.es, shaped so that 
they fit closely to the outer skin of a 
sunken ship. These when fastened 
Into place beneath tho water, are 
pumped out and the air within them 
exerts its lifting power. Ills salvag¬ 
ing ship a floating machine shop 
with derricks capable of handling 
weights up to fifty tons—-has power¬ 
ful engines for towing. 


Rainbow Super Beaccn Light Can 
Penetrate Mists 

Raymond R. Maeldetl, of New 
1 ork, son of R. 11. Maclilett, one of 
tlie hading X-ray exp* its in America 
In the early stages of its development 
Is demonstrating his rainbow super- 
bencon light, which penetrate* togs 
and make* possible airplane landing* 
in bad weal her. 

The light, produced by dev Ires in¬ 
vented by Mr. Maclilett, has been 
exhibited at Hadley and other avia¬ 
tion fields. 

"Wo have demonstrated that this 
light can bo seen many mile* away, 
perhaps fifty,” said Mr. Maclilett. “It 
Is a form of electric illumination 
without a filament. It Ls a Void light,’ 
or produced without appreciable 
heat, by passing nil electric current 
through rarlfied neon gas. The color 
Is an unusual orange red, of 10,000 
candle power. On very favrtrable 
days one at Sandy Hook was seen 
fifteen miles.

away from the course which to one 
of tiie Macbeth typo would have 
seemed the sure road to the fulfil 
nienf of destiny."- Bishop McDonnell.

Tho Thames ns a rule is a most 
punctual stream and the steady ebb 
and floxv of Its tide* are generally bo 
certain to follow- tlie figure* printed 
in tho shipping Journals that any 
deviation from the expected produces 
a small sensation on the river. On a 
recent day, however, write* tho Lon¬ 
don correspondent of tin* Christian 
Science Monitor, the flow was due to 
start at 8.51 a.m., but failed to put in 
any nppcnranco until after 10. Many 
boats, including the passenger boats 
that are now taking thousands of 
holiday maker* down the river to 
Margate, were held up for an hour* 
“The Thames is really very punc¬ 
tual In its tides,” said the river su¬ 
perintendent of tlie Port of London 
Authority, “but one© In a while it 
acts up. and the tide Is either early 
or la£e. The delay of tlie flow was 
due to westerly w ind ill the Channel 
and a change in the air pressure 
caused by the wind.” 


Wounds Without Killing 


E. P. Ranch Improved 


( Bullet Devised By Eastern Inventor 
Melts After Entering Body 

Composed of glycerin, stearin and 
an antiseptic compound, a “death¬ 
less” bullet, devised by an eastern in - 
ventor, is Intended to wound a per¬ 
son without killing him. It melts af- 
ic ientering the body, leaving a clean 
wound, but has force enough to slop 
a man at twenty feet, and would be 
fatal if striking a vital spot. A feature 
of the bullet Is that it makes twice 
as much noise as an ordinary one 
whop fired, .so il would be of aid to 
a citizen in spreading an alarm. 
Tests showed that it penetrated a 
oue inch pine hoard, rnd it was also 
shot into a ham to demons!rati* it* 
properl ies.

It lias always been the Prince's 
umbition to make his ranch, more 
than anything else, a model of its 
kind and an example for other 
farmers in tlio Dominion. The K.l*. 
Ranch extends more than 6,000 acres, 
small as Important ranches go, but 
it is high-grade land, and Is on one 
of tho richest grain-growing and 
stock-raising regions to be found in 
Western America. 

Tlio ranch house has been en¬ 
larged and otherwise improved since 
bis Royal Highness last saw it. A 
new lounge hall and extra bedroom* 
bavo been added. Tho whole dwel¬ 
ling is simply furnished. A few com¬ 
fortable lounge chairs, a well-filled 
book case or two, and one or two 
water-color pictures of neighborhood 
beauty spots are the only appearance 
of “luxury." 

Its sporting equipment, however, 
is very complete, and the Prince is 
able to enjoy good sport. On his own 
property wild ducks abound on oue 
or two small lakes and. on a tributary 
of the High River that winds through 
the ranch and provides it with water. 
Mountain trout are numerous in this 
stream, some of them attaining con 
slderable size, while not far away 
prnirio chickens and partiidges are 
to bo found in flocks at certain sea¬ 
sons of tiie year. When bigger game 
Is sought, tlio Prince lias not much 
farther to rid.** before lie come*
